MBTA ISSUE TO 
TOWN COUNSEL 


Town Counsel Alan Altman has been hed 

authority by the Wilmington Board of Selectmen 
to take such action as he deems appropiate to 
reduce MBTA services to the Town of Wilmi 
The Selectmen so voted last Monday, at thei! 
regular meeting. 
The Massachusetts Bay Transportation Authority 
now operates buses from Chelsea to the Tewks- 
bury line, and the Boston - Lowell Branch of the 
B & M Railroad through Wanlhigton. Both are sub- 
sidized operations and the cost to the town has 
grown astronomically mune ie past four years, 

In 1968 the Town paid $4,892 for MBTA services. 
The figure increased to $32,312 in 1969, and to 
$87,372 last year. This years Cherry Sheet shows 
the sum of $148,599 allocated to MBTA services, 


YOU MAY COOK 
OUTDOORS 


‘The year’s grace, given by 
the legislature a year ago, 
for outdoor fires, has now 
passed. 

As of July Ist, it is against 
the law to have outdoor fires, 
in this town, except for o 
door cookin, 

Charged with enforcing the 
law, according to Ernest 
Romano, Town Health Offi- 
cer, are the Police and Fire 
Departments, and the Wil- 
mington Board of Health, 
The three departments have 
agreed to work together to 
enforce the law, and to inves- 
tigate complaints, They will 
explain the provisions, if 
needed, to any homeowner. 


Nineteen youngsters, of the eighteen to 
twenty age group paid a surprise visit on 
the Selectmen Monday night. They were 
seeking something that could be called 
“fair play”. and they received from the 
Selectmen an honest welcome. 

They had been kicked out of the Town 
Park by the Wilmington Police. and the 
youngsters wanted the Selectmen to im- 
mediately recind the order that had been 
given to the police which kicked them out 
They were. they protested (but hot in 
these words) “good kids". One phrase 
that was used a couple of times was 
“communication gap". 

The popular thing today is to blame the 
adult for the communication gap. and per- 
haps in many cases this is frue. but those 
Selectmen were trying to meet those kids 


to be paid by the town. 


Two summers ago. as the result 
of inquiries by the ilmington 
Chamber of Commerce. MBTA 
officials attended a Chamber of 
Commerce luncheon. at which 
time the mechanics of with- 
drawel were fully explained 
Wilmington. the Chamber learned, 
may not withdraw its service on 
the railroad, but may vote out bus 
service. providing that this vote 
does not hurt other communities. 
Among those who were present 
at the luncheon was Selectman 
James F. Banda. 

As the result of the luncheon, 
and from other sources of infor- 
mation the Selectmen provided 
that a question be on this year's 
ballot, asking if Wilmington resi- 
dents wanted to continue the 
MBTA bus service,

‘The town voted to discontinue 
the bus service. 

Because of some misunderstand- 
ing. the vote has been interpreted 
to mean that the town has voted to 
discontinue all MBTA service, an 
impossible situation. The situa- 
tion is not clear, but on June 10th 
the Board of Selectmen received 
a letter from the General Counsel 
of the MBTA saying. in effect that 
@ community may not withdraw 
“If the city or town is the terminus 
of any local service route at an 
express service station and other 
cities or towns are on the same 
route, or the said route extends 
beyond the borders of the city or 
town to a city or town further 
from the terminus” 

‘The letter went on to analyze the 
bus service as a “local bus ser- 
vice in Wilmington which feeds 
the Railroad commuter station in 
that Town. It also appears that 
the said local bus service extends 
beyond Wilmington to other com, 
munities, such as, Reading, Wake- 
field, Melrose, Malden and 
Everett”. 

“Under the foregoing circum: 
stances Wilmington is not entitled 


‘Tewksbury. 


to have the local service discon- 
tinued within the provisions of 
General Laws, Chapter 161A. 
Section 18.” 

In their instructions to the Town 
Counsel the Board of Selectmen 
have authorized him to proceed 
in what ever manner he deems 
appropriate, This gives him 
several alternatives. He may. 
for instance. through the State 
Auditor, refuse to pay for the 
service, and then see what 
happens, or he may if he wishes, 
file a Bill in Equity, in the Courts, 
to discontinue the service.
